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GENERAL INFORMATION 


ANA visual education material is available to 
all members for use as educational programs at 
club meetings or for educational presentations to 
schools and civic groups. The current collection 
consists primarily of a number of slide programs 
featuring 2” x 2” slide sets and accompanying 
lecture notes describing each slide. Borrowers 
must furnish their own projection equipment. 
The glass enclosed slides are suitable for use ina 
carousel slide tray designed for a maximum of 80 
slides. 

When requesting slides borrowers must 
specify the exact dates for the meeting or 
meetings at which the slides will be shown. 
Requests should include the name and number 
of the slide set desired, plus several alternate 
selections. If the first choice is not available on 
the dates requested, an alternate selection will 
be shipped. 

Because the more popular slide sets are 
frequently scheduled months in advance, 
requests for sets should be made as far ahead of 
time as possible. Sets must be returned promptly 
after the scheduled use dates to avoid possible 
disappointment to other scheduled users. 
Cancellations are occasionally unavoidable when 
scheduled sets are returned too late for 
reshipment. 

Slides are shipped by ANA via United Parcel 
when a street address is provided, and by Parcel 
Post to a post office box number. Borrowers are 
requested to return sets via United Parcel Service 
whenever possible. Parcel Post shipments should 
be insured for $50; insurance is included in the 
UPS fee. When returning slide sets borrowers are 
asked to include payment to cover the ANA’s 
costs for shipping and insurance. 

New sets will be announced in The 
Numismatist as they become available, and 
members are advised to make note of these 
announcements. There is one film currently 
available from the ANA visual education 
collection, and procedures for borrowing. the film 
are the same as those outlined for slide sets. 

Borrowers are required to indicate their club's 
name and ANA number on all requests and 
correspondence.

48 color slides showing both obverse and reverse 
of each of the types of U.S. commemorative half 
dollars.

51 color photographs of types of half cents, large 
cents, two cent pieces and small cents through 
current coinage.

54 color photographs of nickel 3¢, silver 3¢, half 
dimes, nickels, dimes, and 20¢ pieces.

61 color slides showing some of the finest 
examples of medallic art. Twelve bronze medals 
are of the Circle of Friends of the Medallion and 
the balance are issues of the Society of Medalists 
through 1938.

Medallic Issues of the Society 

of Medalists, 1939 to 1951 

53 color photographs of the medals of the 
Society. Most are bronze, circular, and 
approximately three inches in diameter. The 
medals cover a variety of subjects as the 
sculptors of this series are urged to create and 
interpret original designs.

46 color slides providing basic information on 
the Roman Imperial coinage, 29 B.C. to early 4th 
century A.D. The various denominations and 
types are illustrated.

39 slides with lecture notes covering Roman 
coins from the early 4th to mid-15th centuries. 


SET *14 

Types of Postage and Fractional Currency 
26 color slides of the major types of fractional 
paper money of the United States from the first 
issue in 1862 through the fifth issue of 1876. 


SET *15 

United States Paper Money, 1861-1923, 
Illustrated by $5 Notes 

40 color slides of the beautiful large notes of the 
above period. Lecture notes describe each note 


and provide a short background summary of U.S. 


paper money. 
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SET *16 

United States Paper Money, 1861-1923, 
Illustrated by $10 Notes 

39 color slides of the seven principal kinds of 
paper money issued during the period. 
Commentary is practically identical to that of Set 
#15, so that either set may be used to illustrate 
the history of paper money of the period. Unless 
paper money specialists wish to see both $5 and 
S10 notes, either of these two sets will cover the 
subject. 


SET *17 

Coins with Special Significance 

44 slides representing mileposts in the history of 
money. Each coin has a story of its own and is of 
general interest to numismatists and non- 
collectors as well. U.S., foreign, ancient and 
colonial pieces are included. One of the most 
popular slides sets we have. Lecture notes are 
available in both English and Spanish. English 
notes will be sent unless otherwise specified. 


SET #19 

State Bank Note Engravings 

34 color slides of highlights of engravings on 
bank notes, sometimes called broken bank notes 
or obsolete bank notes. 


SET *20 

Medieval Coinages of Western Europe 

47 color slides that trace, in a general way, the 
transition of Western European coinages from 
their source in the coins of the Roman Empire of 
the 4th and 5th centuries to the beginning of 

the modern style in the late 15th and early 16th 
centuries. Detailed lecture notes are included. 


SET *21 

Regular Issue Odd Shaped Coins 

of the 20th Century 

A short but interesting slide set of 19 color 
photographs of minor foreign coins. Three 
principal categories are illustrated: 1) irregular 
shape without definite pattern, 2) angular with 
four or more sides, 3) scalloped edges varying in 
number and arrangement of projections. Lecture 
notes include pronunciation aids. 


SET #22 

British Campaign (War) Medals 

49 color slides illustrating awards given to 
British servicemen for participation in certain 
battles. “War Medals” are not awards for 
exceptional bravery as is the Victoria Cross. 
Approximately two thirds of the various 
Campaign medals authorized for British and 
Empire servicemen since Waterloo are shown. 


SET *23 

Coins and Early Christianity 

38 color slides of coins associated with the 
Biblical period and the rise of Christianity. 
Includes coins mentioned in the Bible, coins 
struck by persons who played important roles 
during this time, and coins closely associated 
with this historical period in the Near East. 


SET *24 

Korean Coinage Conversation Pieces 

31 color slides tracing the history of Korean 
coinage from 996 A.D. to the present. Also 
contains sketches of antiquated minting 

operations. | 


SET #25 

Types of Regular Issue U.S. Gold Coins 

52 color slides of all the regular issue gold types 
from 1795 to 1933. 


SET *26 

Crown and Minor Commemorative Coins of 
the 19th and 20th Centuries, Western 
Hemisphere (Part I) 

34 color slides of modern commemorative coins 
of Canada. Mexico, Costa Rica, Salvador, Panama, 
Bermuda, Cuba and the Dominican Republic. 
Detailed lecture notes include aids to 
pronunciation. 


SET *27 

Crown and Minor Commemorative Coins of 
the 19th and 20th Centuries, Western 
Hemisphere (Part II) 

35 color slides of the commemorative coins of 
South America, including Colombia, Argentina, 
Peru, Uruguay and Brazil.

51 color slides showing paper currency and 
related monetary history of Colonial America. 


SET *33 

The Milled Coinage of England 

99 color slides of English coins issued from 1507 
to 1676. The main purpose of this set is to 
illustrate the change from hammered to screw- 
press coins, often called “mill money.” Examples 
of both types of coinage manufacture are shown. 


SET *34 

World Trade Dollars 

The 40 slides in this set cover 37 coins, both 
sides of a coin on each slide. Notes explain the 
reasons for the issuance of these interesting 
crown-size silver pieces. 


SET *35 

Love Tokens 

The 49 slides in this set show U.S. coins made 
into various types of “love tokens” by having the 
design on one side replaced with an engraved 
name, initials, and/or emblem or message. Brief 
lecture notes are included. 


SET *36 

Hard Times Tokens (Part I) 

97 color slides of the political and/or patriotic 
tokens issued during the 1834-1844 decade, 
usually called “Hard Times Tokens’ or “Jackson 
Cents.” Many of the tokens relate to President 
Jackson’s monetary policy and his refusal to re- 
charter the Second Bank of the United States. 


SET *37 

Hard Times Tokens (Part I) 

The 40 slides in this set present the “Merchants 
Cards” or “Store Cards” of the Hard Times 
Tokens series. Most of them show the name of 
the issuing firm: hence they were a form of 
advertising. 


SET *38 

Large Size National Bank Notes 

67 color slides show the three charter periods of 
National Bank notes (both sides) issued from 
1863 to 1923. Denominations are from $1 to 
$100 and included are some rare notes, such as 
the second charter period $50 greenback with 
denomination spelled out, one of four known. 


SET *39 

Large Size Silver Certificates 

The old “saddle blanket” certificates, issued from 
1878 to 1923 are shown in this set of 66 color 
slides. These certificates were politically 
important, depicting many historical persons, 
and are beautifully engraved and printed. 
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SET *40 

Crowns of the World, Countries A-I 

Silver, crown-size coins have been a popular 
series with collectors for a long time, and this set 
of 59 color slides depicts examples (one side 
only) from 58 different countries from 
Afghanistan to Italy, issued during the period of 
1780-1960. Most of the coins are from scarce to 
rare. 


SET *41 

Crowns of the World, Countries J-Z 

A continuation of the coins shown in Set #40, 
the 61 slides in this set cover countries from 
Jaipur to Zanzibar, from 1768 to 1963. With few 
exceptions, only one side of one coin for each 
country is shown. 


SET *42 

Ships and Boats on Modern Coins 

45 color slides of modern coins of the world 
depicting various kinds of boats and ships used 
from ancient times to the present. 


SET *43 

Morgan Dollar Varieties 

Developed by Leroy C. Van Allen, this set of 34 
slides includes many micro-photographs of 
various aspects of each variety. For the Morgan 
dollar specialist. 


SET *44 

The History and Collecting of Checks 

An 80 slide set developed by the Check Collectors 
Round Table to explain the historical 
background of checks and to explore some of the 
aspects of check collecting. This well done set 
will be of interest to collectors and non-collectors 
of all ages. 


SET *45 

Hard Times Tokens, Historical 
Background and Symbolism 

Hard Times Tokens were both a political 
statement and a private attempt to reduce the | 
shortage of small denomination coinage. This 45 | 
slide set explores the political background of 
each of the pieces included. Helpful in 

understanding an economically confusing period 

in U.S. history. 


SET *46 

Art on Paper Money 

34 slides depicting the artistry of paper money. 
Paintings that have been sources for the 
engraved vignettes found on many notes and the 
notes themselves are shown. 


SET *47 

American Game Counters 

Used in the nineteenth century much as poker 
chips are used today, these tokens are pictured 
in this set of 60 slides with brief lecture notes. 
Another example of the diversity possible for the 
collecting numismatist. 


SET *48 

Military Payment Certificates 

A 41 slide set of military payment certificates, 
the scrip issued by the U.S. government for 

use by the armed forces stationed abroad from 
1946 to 1973. This beautifully photographed set 
covers the entire 90 piece set of MPCs. 


SET *49 

The ANA Headquarters: Then, Now and Future 
The history of the ANA headquarters from the 
establishment of the first Building Fund in 1960 
to the architect's drawings and model for the 
expansion program. This 56 slide set provides a 
tour for viewers who have never been to Colorado 
Springs and a preview for those planning a trip. 


SET *50 

A Bicentennial Program: 

Coins and Currency of Early America 
Developed by the Ogden Coin Club with a grant 
from the Utah Bicentennial Commission, this set 
of 29 color slides shows examples of early coins 
and notes used in the United States. The 
historical perspective of this set makes it of 
special interest to beginning numismatists and 
to young people studying Colonial and 
Revolutionary America. | 


SET *51 

Counterfeit Detection: Key Cents and Nickels 
The first of a proposed series of five slide 
programs on counterfeit detection which will 
cover some of the most often seen counterfeits.
